Effect of Paint on Corrosion of Iron. 
According to the rather surprising 
results obtained by two German chem ­ 
ists, M. Liebreich and L. Spltzer, who 
were ex perimenting with paint as a 
preventive of the corrosion of Iron, it 
seem s tha t one coa t of good paiut or 
varnish is much superior to two or 
more coata. 
In their ex periments a 
second coa t proved a bsolutely detri­ 
menta l. 
The ex periments consisted In 
pa inting well polished Bteel bars with 
one or more coa ts and suspending the 
ba rs over boiling wa ter for four day s 
H a lf of the coa ting wa s then removed 
nnd the bared metal well covered with 
va seline to prevent ox idation. 
In each 
ca se where only one coat of paint had 
been applied the bars rema ined a s 
brilliant and rust free a s before the 
test, but In the ca se of two or more 
coata, corrosion had taken place. 
The 
investiga tors will not commit them­ 
selves a s to the ex plana tion of this, 
but it may be that a coa ting of severul 
la y ers provides a toss flex ible cover, 
more liable to crack, thus ullowlng 
ox idizing a gents to penetrate to the 
metal surface.
